MOTOR SATURATION - 


Henry Ford was asked the other day about the “‘saturation 
point” of the automobile industry, by a representative of the North 
American Newspaper Alliance. 

“In America,” replied Mr. Ford, “we have now more 
than 17,000,000° automobiles. People used to talk about 
1,000,000 as the limit for us, then 5,000,000, then 10,000,- 
000, then 15,000,000. Now we have 17,000,000 in use and 
in 1924 we produced 3,000,000. more. This looks like another 
jarge year. Our ‘factories are’turning out about 7500 cars 
per day at the present time.” 

So that famous saturation point— the point marking the limit 
of American automobile consumption—recedes and recedes. There 
are always’ people buying cars who never felt able to have them he 
fore; there are always people who have .got along with one car 
jumping to two; there are always new millions growing up to earn 
‘and drive. The annual scrapping of motor cars in itself makes a 
market now for three or four million new cars every year. The 
‘additional production is readily absorbed. No other industry has had 
the sustained boom that the automotive industry has enjoyed. °
